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Curriculum  to  Change 


Minors  Added

The  FSC  general  education 
program  is  being  completely  re- 
vised by  a  subcommittee  desig- 
nated by  the  Curriculum  Com- 
mittee. These  changes  will  affect 
those  freshmen  entering  the  col- 
lege in  the  Fall  of  1982.  Their 
future  studies  will  depend  upon 
the  faculty's  vote  on  the  sub- 
committee's proposal,  scheduled 
for  Wednesday,  April  29. 

If  the  proposal  is  approved,  it 
would  mean  that  students  would 
be  required  to  take  courses  that 
were  selected  to  enrich  their 
understanding  of  the  Western 
civilization,  and  ^vould  hopefully 
give  them  a  more  well-rounded 
education.  But,  the  plans  for  this 
program  will  not  affect  students 
now  attending  FSC,  nor  those 
freshmen  entering  in  the  Fall  of 
1981. 


For  the  past  two  years  the  All 
College  Committee  (ACC)  and 
the  Curriculum  Committee  has 
been  studying,  discussing,  and 
reviewing  the  general  education 
system  at  FSC.  Since  December 
of  1980  the  subcommittee  has 
continued  this  process  with  the 
intention  of  designing  a  proposal 
for  a  general  education  pro 
structure.  The  general  concensus, 
which  in  part  prompted  this 
review  by  the  Curriculum  Com- 
mittee, was  that  the  current 
general  education  program  is,  in  a 
sense,  not  serving  its  purpose. 
This  not  only  pertains  to  FSC, 
but,  also  to  about  one-third  of  the 
colleges  in  America,  from 
Harvard  to  California's  state  uni- 
versities. 

In  a  recent  Associated  Press 
release  that  appeared  in  the 
"Boston  Globe,"  dateline  April  7,

Dick  Gregory  will  be  speaking 
in  Percival  HaU  Auditorium  on 
Thursday,  April  30  at  1:30  PM.  A 
reception  to  meet  him  will  be 
held  in  the  Union  Stop  for  any 
interested  people.

It  is  difficult  to  label  the 
prolific  activities  of  DICK 
GREGORY.  He  became  famous 
as  a  professional  comedian.  To- 
day he  is  a  recording  artist, 
author,  lecturer,  actor,  human 
rights  activist,  social  satirist, 
critic,  philosopher  and  political 
analyst,  who  combines  all  of  these 
roles  to  serve  the  cause  of  human 
liberation  and  to  alleviate  human 
suffering  brought  on  by  ignorance 
and  apathy. 

DICK  GREGORY  was  born  in 
the  Black  ghetto  of  St.  Louis, 
Missouri.  While  in  high  school,  he 
became  a  state  champion  in  track 
and  field,  and  later  expanded  his 
honors  on  the  track  at  Southern 
Illinois  University  in  Carbondale, 
Illinois.  He  entered  the  entertain- 
ment field  and  quickly  rose  to  the 
top  once  more  becoming  a 
"champion"  in  American  society. 
But  society's  definition  of  success 
was  not  in  line  with  DICK 
GREGORY'S  moral  passion.  As 
he  has  described  it,  "The  real 
champion,  I  have  come  to  under- 
stand, is  the  man  who  has  risen  to 
the  crest  of  life's  highest  purpose 
—  singular  and  complete  devo- 
tion to  serving  one's  fellow  man." 


DICK  GREGORY  chose  a 
career  in  comedy  at  a  time  when 
Black  comedians  received  book- 
ings only  in  Black  clubs  and 
theatres.  In  1961,  he  was  called  as 
a  last-minute  replacement  at  Chi- 
cago's Playboy  Club.  He  was  an 
immediate  sensation.  He  soon 
appeared  in  all  the  top  clubs  in 
the  country  and  on  major  net- 
work television  shows,  and  conse- 
quently became  the  man  who 
opened  the  formerly  tightly- 
closed  doors  of  the  white-domi- 
nated entertainment  industry  to 
all  Black  comedians  who  follow- 
ed his  breakthrough. 

Having  opened  the  doors  of  the 
entertainment  industry,  DICK 
GREGORY  began  knocking  on 
other  doors.  He  used  his  fame  as 
an  entertainer,  and  whatever 
fortune  that  fame  would  bring 
him,  to  open  the  closed  doors  in 
the  American  system  which 
barred  the  entry  of  any  man  or 
woman  to  the  guarantee  of  full 
freedom. 

During  the  civil  rights  move- 
ment of  the  1960's,  DICK 
GREGORY  participated  in  every 
major  (and  most  minor)  dem- 
onstration for  human  rights  in 
America.  He  devoted  his  time 
and  talent  to  giving  benefits  for 
civil  rights  groups,  peace  groups, 
and  other  clusters  of  people 
devoted  to  human  liberation.  And 
though,  ironically,  the  doors  he 
had  opened  in  the  entertainment 
industry  began  to  slam  in  his  face, 
he  did  not  compromise  with  his 
ideals  and  his  vision  of  a  liberated 
humanity  living  together  in 
peace. 

His  participation  in  the  struggle 
for  human  dignity  cost  him  over  a 
million  dollars  in  cancelled  book- 
ings, travel  expenses  and  legal 
fees.  He  found  himself  behind 
prison  bars  many  times,  twice 
serving  45-day  sentences  -  once  in 
Chicago  as  a  result  of  his  daily 
demonstrations  protesting  de 
facto  segregation  in  the  Chicago 
public  school  system  during  the 
entire  summer  of  1965,  and  again 
in  the  state  of  Washington  as  a 
result  of  his  demonstrating  with 


the  Carnegie  Foundation  urged  a 
revival  of  general  education  in 
American  colleges.  This  private 
foundation  told  the  AP  that 
general  education  should  focus 
on  six  broad  subject  areas: 

'AH  students  should  come  to 
understand  that  they  share  with 
others  the  use  of  symbols,  mem- 
bership in  groups  and  institutions 
the  activities  of  production  and 
consumption,  a  relationship  with 
nature,  a  sense  of  time,  and 
commonly  held  values  and  be- 
liefs.' 

Survey  Results  Revealing 

Over  one-third  of  the  students 
who  responded  to  an  informa- 
tional poll  on  the  general  educa- 
tion system,  conducted  by  the 
RHETORIC,  on  March  12,  ex- 
pressed their  satisfaction  with  the 
current  program.  However,  the 
same  number  of  students  ex- 
pressed their  dissatisfaction  and 
included  their  suggestions  for  im- 
provements. The  remainder 
showed  an  uncertainty  in  their 
responses.  The  questionnaires, 
distributed  to  students  around 
campus  and  in  the  dorms,  were 
returned  to  a  designated  mailbox 
or  directly  to  the  RHETORIC 
office. 

The  results  reveal  that  English 
Composition  is  an  important  and 
necessary  requirement  to  these 
students.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
Speech  requirement  was  cited  as 
not  really  needed  in  certain 
majors,  and  in  some  cases,  not  at 
all. 

The  survey  questions  and  all 
responses  are  presented  on  pages 

through  of  this  issue.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  published  results 
of  this  survey  will  inform  other 
students  and  help  the  faculty  in 
their  own  determinations  at  the 
April  29  meeting. 


the  Niqualy  Indians  in  their 
demand  for  full  participation  in 
American  society.  DICK 
GREGORY  fasted  during  both 
periods  of  confinement,  taking 
only  distilled  water  for  nourish- 
ment. In  1974,  GREGORY  ran 
800  miles,  from  Chicago  to  Wash- 
ington, D.C.,  to  call  attention  to 
the  problem  of  hunger  in  the 
world  today. 

Today,  DICK  GREGORY  has 
become  one  of  the  most  sought- 
after  speakers  in  America  on 
college  campuses.  He  visits  more 
than  200  colleges  each  school 
year,  and  his  popularity  among 
business  groups  is  rapidly  growing 
as  well.  He  strongly  opposes 
nuclear  power,  and  has  said  that 
he  may  run  against  Sen.  Ted 
Kennedy  in  the  next  election  for 
the  Senate  seat  from  Massachu- 
setts.

March  4,  1981  is  a  date  that 
may  interest  many  students  here 
at  Fitchburg  State.  On  that  date  a 
proposal  which  would  allow  stu- 
dents to  achieve  a  minor  in  a 
foreign  language  was  passed  by 
the  All  College  Committee  and 
approved  by  President  Mara. 

This  proposal,  which  was  sub- 
mitted by  the  Humanities  Depart- 
ment, includes  Spanish,  French, 
German  and  Russian  and  will  be 
available  to  all  students.  In  order 
to  fulfill  the  requirements  of  this 
new  minor  a  student  must  take  15 
credits  in  the  specific  language, 
exclusive  of  elementary  courses 
in  that  language.  If  the  credits  are 
successfully  completed,  the 
minor  in  the  language  will  be 
recorded  on  the  student's  tran- 
script. 

Dr.  John  Burke,  Chairman  of 
the  Humanities  Department,  feels 
there  is  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the 
students  to  minor  in  foreign 
languages,  especially  Spanish. 
Many  Human  Service  majors  and 
Nursing  majors  take  the  Practical 
Spanish  course  which  is  now 
offered.  If  they  chose  to  continue 
their  studies  in  the  language  they 
would  be  exposed  to  they  would 


not  only  understand  the  gram- 
matical aspect,  but  also  the 
cultural  components  and  the 
literary  aspects  of  that  language. 

Dr.  Burke  feels  it  would  be  to 
the  student's  advantage  to  minor 
in  a  language  because  the  student 
would  be  able  to  fully  service 
people  due  to  his-her  in-depth 
knowledge  of  the  language.  He 
recommends  that  human  service 
majors,  nursing  majors,  and 
medical  technology  students  seri- 
ously considering  minoring  in  a 
language,  especially  Spanish,  be- 
cause of  the  student's  close 
contact  with  many  Hispanic 
Americans. 

"We're  (the  Humanities  De- 
partment) enthusiastic,  especially 
about  Spanish  and  we'd  like  to 
see  how  many  students  we  can  get 
into  it;  we've  already  provided 
more  upper  level  courses  in  the 
scheduling  for  next  year,"  says 
Dr.  Burke. 

The  proposal,  which  was  ap- 
proved by  the  All  College  Com- 
mittee, the  Curriculum  Com- 
mittee and  President  Mara,  was 
submitted  by  the  Humanities  De- 
partment at  the  beginning  of 
second  semester.

Spring  is  in  the  air,  and  with  it  return  some  of  the  problems  in  the  off 
campus  neighborhoods.  The  youngsters  will  be  out  in  the  evening, 
enjoying  the  warmer  temperatures  and  the  longer  days. 

But  that  is  not  all  that  some  youths  are  out  to  enjoy.  Some 
pre-adolescents  practice  crude  lines  on  the  college  women  who  walk  by, 
while  the  older  ones  dare  to  pinch  or  slap  behinds.  This  can  lead  to  more 
serious  incidents,  as  two  college  women  discovered. 

The  two  FSC  women  left  Store  24  and  walked  in  the  dark  down  Myrtle 
Ave.  They  were  followed,  reportedly  by  males  approximately  10-15 
years  of  age,  until  they  reached  Snow  St.  there  they  were  jumped.  A 
male  FSC  off  campus  resident  witnessed  the  trouble,  and  rushed  to  the 
girls'  aid. 

Another  resident  called  the  police  and  reported  the  incident.  The 
officers  told  the  college  students  that  there  was  nothing  they  could  do  at 
this  time.  However,  they  urged  the  off  campus  residents  to  report  every 
incident,  no  matter  how  small.  When  enough  complaints  are  filed,  then 
the  police  can  act. 

Until  that  time,  please  exercise  caution  if  you  must  be  walking  around 
Fitchburg  at  night.  Here  are  some  tips: 

Wear  shoes  you  can  run  in. 

Know  where  fellow  students  live  on  the  streets  you  travel  often,  so  if 
there  is  trouble,  you  know  where  to  run. 

Don't  go  anywhere  alone,  if  possible. 

Remember,  too,  that  incidents  of  rape  also  rise  in  the  warmer 
weather.  Please,  don't  think  that  nothing  can  happen  to  you.  Just  ask 
anyone  who  used  to  say  the  very  same  thing.

Where  Fear  Takes  A  Back  Seat

The  crackle  over  the  walkie- 
talkie  late  Friday  night  warned 
that  someone  had  broken  into  the 
Holmes  Dining  Commons.  The 
Campus  Police  officer  responded 
immediately  -  driving  to  the  scene 
in  a  cruiser,  where  fear  was 
forced  to  take  a  back  seat. 

Upon  arrival,  the  officer  quick- 
ly unlocked  the  door  and  entered 
cautiously.  Stillness  and  silence 
aroused  as  much  suspicion  as  any 
sudden  sound,  because  no  officer 
can  ever  be  certain  of  the 
unexpected  dangers  that  lurk 
ahead. 

Although  the  flashlight  offered 
comfort  by  stripping  some  of  the 
layers  of  darkness,  it  also  robbed 
the  officer  of  the  night's  protec- 
tion. Nevertheless  each  room  was 
carefully  inspected  for  theft  and 
vandalism,  neither  of  which  was 
discovered.  The  suspect  evidently 
entered  the  dining  commons 
through  a  side  window  and  was 
frightened  away  by  the  alarm. 

Officer  Alida  Bellar  breathed  a 
sigh  of  relief  after  she  completed 
her  investigation  of  the  building. 
She  along  with  officer  Angela 
MacDonald,  frequently  respond 
to  situations  of  this  nature  and 


often  to  ones  that  are  more 
serious.  Like  their  male  col- 
leagues, they  have  been  carefully 
trained  for  police  work  and  have 
fulfilled  the  necessary  education- 
al requirements.  Both  of  these 
women  have  taken  extra  courses 
to  enrich  their  careers. 

For  example,  officers  Bellar 
and  MacDonald  have  had  fire- 
arms and  platoon  training,  self- 
defense  instruction  and  attended 
seminars  on  rape.  Both  are  certi- 
fied rape  investigators. 

When  asked  if  a  woman  is  more 
capable  of  dealing  with  a  rape 
victim,  officer  Bellar  replied  that 
it  doesn't  make  a  difference  what 
sex  the  rape  investigator  is,  as 
long  as  that  person  is  qualified. 
Officer  MacDonald  added  that  it 
was  important  to  offer  women  the 
option  of  conferring  with  a  male 
or  female. 

Alida  Bellar  became  a  police 
officer  because  of  her  desire  to 
work  with  and  help  people.  She 
was  born  in  Fitchburg  and  at- 
tended Fitchburg  High  School. 
Before  joining  the  Campus  Police 
she  had  been  employed  by  the 
Fitchburg  Police  Department  as  a 
Special  Police  Officer  for  four 
years.  Her  outside  activities  in-

Climbing  Away

"On  belay?" 

"Belay  on  -  up  rope  ...  that's  me." 

"Chmb  when  ready." 

"Climbing." 

"Climb  away." 

After  Outing  Club  member 
Kathy  Rodwell  finished  this  stan- 
dard opening  conversation  with 
her  belayer  (person  designated  to 
control  safety  rope),  she  pro- 
ceeded to  chmb  a  50  ft.  precipice. 
Dressed  in  comfortable  clothing, 
sneakers  and  fastened  to  a  special 
harness,  Rodwell  carefully  in- 
spected the  rock  for  indentations 
that  could  be  used  for  hand  and 
foot  holds.  Some  of  the  best  ones 
however,  were  no  deeper  than 
half  an  inch. 

As  Rodwell  progressed  up- 
ward, she  intentionally  moved 
only  one  limb  at  a  time.  This 
technique  was  used  because  it 
offered  the  most  stability  and 
safety.  It  was  so  well  executed 
that  she  appeared  to  float  to  the 
top  like  a  balloon,  with  grace  and 
ease. 

When  asked  how  she  felt  about 
the  climb  Rodwell  replied.  "I  was 
afraid  at  first,  but  now  I  look  at  it 
as  a  challenge.  It  felt  great  to 
make  it  to  the  top  and  look  down 


on  where  I  had  just  climbed." 

Along  with  Rodwell,  ten  other 
students  attended  a  workshop 
taught  by  Chris  Hammond,  be- 
fore attempting  their  first  climb. 
Hammond  instructed  them  on  the 
proper  procedure  for  belaying 
and  illustrated  several  other  im- 
portant rock  cHmbing  techniques. 
These  students  are  not  required 
to  purchase  their  own  equipment 
as  SG  A  funding  allows  the  club  to 
provide  these  supplies.  However 
a  $5.00  fee  is  requested  to  main- 
tain equipment  upkeep. 

Upon  completion  of  the  work- 
shop the  students  didn't  hesitate 
to  put  their  skills  into  practice. 
They  have  been  rock  climbing  at 
Crow  Hill  in  Leominster  on  Wed- 
nesday afternoons.  Hammond 
said  that  he  chose  this  location 
because  it  accommodated  people 
of  all  skill  levels  and  was  rated  as 
the  top  sight  in  Massachusetts. 
Famous  climbers  like  Henry  Bar- 
ber have  endeavored  Crow  Hill. 

Hammond  appeared  to  be 
pleased  with  the  turnout  of  stu- 
dents who  are  interested  in  rock 
climbing.  He  hopes  that  it  \*-ill  be 
just  as  successful  every  semester. 
He  added  that,  "Rock  climbing  is 
physically  driving,  exciting  and 
completely  safe,  if  the  necessary 
precautions  are  taken."

ROTC   -  Moving  On  Marketing       Facts  on  Venereal  DUes.e

Contrary  to  popular  belief,  the 
ROTC  is  alive  and  well  on  Fitch- 
burg  State  College  Campus.  Per- 
haps as  a  result  of  the  new 
awakening  of  patriotism  in  the 
country,  enrollment  in  ROTC  has 
more  than  doubled  since  last 
September.  A  program  with  this 
kind  of  growth  deserves  a  cloSer 
look. 

The  requirements  for  incoming 
cadets  are  not  limited.  The  ROTC 
can  adapt  any  major  currently  at 
FSC  to  active  service.  Incoming 
cadets  must  be  full-time  students 
with  at  least  2  yrs.  left  of  school. 
Cadets  must  be  in  good  physical 
condition.  Cadets  are  encouraged 
to  enroll  in  such  diverse  courses 
as  Management  and  Logistics, 
Petroleum  Management,  and 
Military  History.  Over  the  last  2 
years  a  relatively  new  concept  in 
courses  has  been  adapted  to  the 
ROTC  schedule.  "Hands-on  train- 
ing," or  simulation  courses  are 
popular  with  students  and  very 
effective  in  getting  their  point 
across. 

Another  requirement  of  cadets 
is  their  participation  in  a  special 
project.  In  order  to  reinforce 
courses,  cadets  are  asked  to 
perform  these  special  projects, 
such  as  directing  a  videotape  on 
the  Army  Nursing  Program. 
These  projects  have  also  been 
very  effective,  and  helpful  to  the 
Army  as  well. 

A  frequently-asked  question 
among  "civilians"  is  this:  What 
exactly  do  ROTC  courses  train 
cadets  for?  Do  they  train  for 
actual  combat?  The  answer  is  no. 
While  cadets  are  expected  to  be 
physically  adept,  they  do  nof 
teally  train  for  combat.  That  is 
the  Army  or  National  Guard's 
responsibility.  What  ROTC  does 
teach  cadets  is  management  and 
communication  skills  -  effectively 
getting  things  done  through 
people.  People  should  be  able  to 
look  up  an  ROTC  graduate  and 
feel  that  person  will  guide  them 
effectively.  Since  these  skills  can 


be  applied  to  many  diverse  situa- 
tions, cadets  feel  their  training  is 
very  valuable.  ROTC  graduates 
are  in  great  demand  for  high-level 
management  jobs,  in  industry 
after  basic  training. 

Why  is  there  such  a  great 
resurgence  of  interest  in  the 
ROTC?  Captain  Harrington 
credits  this  with  the  ROTC  estab- 
lishing more  credibility  with  the 
American  people.  Another  major 
aspect  is  the  fact  that  the  Army  is 
in  an  excellent  position  financial- 
ly and  job-wise.  Inflation  and 
shortage  of  jobs  makes  it  ex- 
tremely difficult  for  many  stu- 
dents to  make  it  through  4  years 
of  college.  The  ROTC  program 
offers  1,  2,  and  3  year  scholar- 
ships, up  to  $2,000  for  each 
student.  In  the  non-scholarship  2 
year  program,  students  can  re- 
ceive up  to  $2,500  tax-free.  In 
return,  cadets  are  required  to 
enlist  for  at  least  six  years  in  the 
Army  or  National  Guard  (up  to  4 
years  of  duty  may  be  filled  while 
in  college).  Students  are  also 
expected  to  participate  in  leader- 
ship weekends  and  mini-labora- 
tories addressing  leadership  and 
management  skills.  Also,  some- 
where between  the  first  and  last 
year  of  this  alliance,  students 
must  attend  ROTC  Advanced 
Camp  held  at  Fort  Bragg  in  South 
Carolina.  The  camp  goes  for  six 
weeks  during  the  summer,  and  is 
leadership  oriented.  The  objec- 
tive of  attending  this  camp  is  to 
prepare  cadets  for  their  physical 
and  mental  leadership  responsi- 
bilities. Students  are  paid  $500.00 
for  attending  camp. 

Finally,  cadets  enjoy  their  ex- 
periences in  ROTC.  They  go  on 
several  survival  weekends,  ex- 
ploring challenging  activities  like 
mountaineering,  orienteering, 
and  parachuting.  If  you  are 
interested  in  the  program,  or  just 
want  more  information,  don't 
hesitate  to  contact  Captain  Har- 
rington on  the  second  floor  of 
Edgerly  Hall.

Health  Committee  Report

Anyone  can  get  V.D.  and  it 
pays  no  respect  to  age,  sex,  race, 
religion,  or  income.  The  two  most 
common  venereal  diseases  are 
syphillis  and  gonorrhea. 

A  venereal  disease  is  trans- 
mitted primarily  by  sexual  inter- 
course. V.D.  is  serious,  very  con- 
tagious, and  can  cripple  and  even 
kill. 

Syphilis  is  caused  by  Trepon- 
ema pallidum,  a  pale,  slender, 
twisting  organism,  which  moves 
very  quickly  and  is  very  delicate. 
The  human  body  is  the  perfect 
environment  for  these  organisms 
to  grow,  because  it  is  moist,  dark, 
and  is  absent  of  free  oxygen.  The 
syphilis  organism  can  not  survive 
outside  the  body,  on  a  toilet  seat, 
doorknob,  or  a  drinking  glass. 
The  most  common  way  to  con- 
tract syphilis  is  through  sexual 
intercourse,  but  it  can  also  be 
transmitted  to  an  unborn  child  by 
its  infected  mother. 

There  are  several  stages  in- 
volved in  the  development  of  the 
syphilis  organism  in  the  human 
body.  In  the  first  stage,  a  chancre 
may  develop  on  the  genital  organ 
of  the  male  or  the  cervix  of  a 
woman,  10-60  days  after  sexual 
contact.  This  chancre  usually 
heals  within  4-6  weeks.  In  the 
secondary  stage,  which  starts  6 
weeks  to  6  months  after  the  initial 
chancre  heals,  symptoms  include 
skin  eruptions,  enlarged  lymph 
nodes,  and  possibly  a  mild  fever. 
These  symptoms  may  last  a 
month  to  6  months.  Although, 
these  symptoms  may  disappear, 
the  disease  remains.  Following 
the  secondary  stage  there  is  a 
latency  stage  in  which  there  are 
no  outward  signs  for  possibly 
years.  Eventually  a  person  could 
reach  the  final  or  tertiary  stage  in 
which  there  could  be  tissue  des- 
truction, heart  failure,  paralysis, 
insanity  or  death. 

Gonorrhea,  like  syphilis,  is 
caused  by  an  organism  which  is 
very  delicate  and  can  only  survive 
in  an  environment  like  the  human 
body.  It  is  usually  transmitted 
through  sexual  intercourse  and 
symptoms  usually  appear  3-9  days 
afterward.  The  symptoms  in  men 
are,  painful  urination  and  inflam- 


mation of  the  urethra  with  watery 
white  discharge  which  could  be- 
come purulent.  Women  with 
gonorrhea  may  experience 
vaginal  discharge  and  pain,  and 
urinary  frequency.  Often  men 
and  women  experience  no  signs 
of  the  disease,  so  that  they  do  not 
suspect  any  problem  and  do  no 
seek  any  medical  help.  Whether  a 
person  experiences  symptoms  or 
not,  the  disease  progresses  and  if 
it  is  not  treated,  scar  tissue  can 
develop  in  the  reproductive 
organs  and  cause  sterility.  Gonor- 
rhea can  also  be  transmitted  to  a 
baby  when  it  passed  through  the 
birth  canal. 

It  is  important  to  detect  and 
treat  both  gonorrhea  and  syphilis 
as  early  as  possible  to  prevent  any 
serious  complications  and  to  pre- 
vent any  further  spreading  to 
other  people.  They  are  both  treat- 
able and  can  be  cured  by  the  ad- 
ministration of  penicillin.  To 
prevent  gonorrhea  in  newborns, 
their  eyes  are  treated  with  silver 
nitrate,  to  prevent  blindness 
which  can  occur  if  the  babys'  eyes 
are  exposed  to  the  gonorrhea  of 
its  mother  when  it  is  being  bom.

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''Tunesmith"  Disbands

'Tunesmith,'  a  local  band  that 
has  been  rocking  this  area  for 
close  to  a  year,  hjis  decided  to 
"change  partners,"  and  disband  to 
give  each  member  of  the  group  a 
chance  for  doing  solo  projects 
and  individual  commitments  this 
month.  This  comes  as  sad  news 
for  the  many  followers  the  band 
has  gathered  since  its  formation, 
almost  a  year  ago. 

Kirk  Leamy,  lead  vocalist  for 
the  group,  explained  about  the 
inception  of  the  band  and  is 
decision  to  part  ways,  in  an 
interview,  taken  between 
Whiskey  Sours  at  a  local  tavern, 
recently. 

"You  can't  really  say  we've 
disbanded  apart;"  he  stated. 
"Considering  Mark  is  doing  solo 
ventures  in  the  neighborhood, 
and  Stephan  is  joining  Jane  Miller 
to  play  in  the  area,  I  guess  you 
could  say  we  are  still  around." 
Mark  Fisher,  former  lead  vocalist 
in  Tunesmith  is  playing  at  the 
Oyster  Bar  this  weekend. 

Fisher  and  Leamy  originally 
crossed  paths  in  California,  where 
Mark  was  doing  solo  work  and 
Kirk  was  visiting  friends.  An 
acquaintanceship  followed, 
whereafter  Mark  and  Kirk  began 
playing  as  a  duo  known  as  'Tune- 
smith.' Then  when  Kirk  got 
homesick,  he  and  Mark  came  east 
to  Gardner,  Mass. 

Phase  two:  John  Vito,  'guitarist 
extraordinaire,'  was  rehearsing 
different  line-ups  that  could  range 
from  three  piece  to  seven  piece, 
depending  on  who  showed  up  at

the  time,  from  the  Westminster 
V.F.W.  Stephan  Arsenault,  who 
had  been  playing  in  local  G.B. 
bands  and  Dave  Columbo,  also  a 
G.B.  player,  helped  Vito  with 
bass  and  drum  back-up,  respec- 
tively. This  unit  became  collec- 
tively known  as  the  "Cosmic  Jam 
Orchestra,"  obviously  due  to  the 
'cosmic'  appearance  of  its  per- 
sonnel, who,  it  is  supposed,  relied 
heavily  on  star  positioning  to  de- 
termine participation  with  the 
band. 

Enter  Mark  Fischer  and  Kirk 
Leamy,  who  after  some  pre- 
liminary practice  sessions  with 
the  C.J.O.  formed  a  six  member 
'Tunesmith."  Then  came  the 
R.A.C. 

The  Gardner  Regional  Arts  Co- 
operative, held  in  February  1980, 
was  a  local  talent  showcase  for 
artists,  potters,  craftsmen  and 
musicians.  "It  was  a  mecca  of 
creativity,"  Leamy  stated.  "Every- 
body helped  out,  doing  different 
things  such  as  staging,  lights,  and 
entertaining.  That's  really  where 
the  group  came  together."  Tune- 
smith found  the  R.A.C.  audience 
very  receptive  of  their  music 
which  relied  more  on  the  acoustic 
boogie  of  the  Grateful  Dead  and 
Crosby,  Stills,  and  Nash,  than  the 
power  rock  of  an  Aerosmith.  This 
indeed  became  the  band's  trade- 
mark -  straight  ahead  rock  with  a 
touch  of  country  and  folk.  Soon 
after  the  Arts  Co-op,  with  Pete 
Sawyer  running  their  sound, 
Tunesmith'  began  to  be  rec- 
ognized within  the  area.  They 
played  two  concerts  with  "Beer 
For  Breakfast,"  a  widely  known 


area  group,  and  sold  out  both 
shows. 

It  was  about  this  time  when  the 
first  'Tuneheads'  began  to  appear 
at  the  band's  engagements. 
"  'Tuneheads'  were  the  most  avid 
listeners  of  the  group,"  Kirk 
explained.  "They  showed  up  early 
at  the  gigs,  they  were  the  first 
ones  of  the  crowd  to  start 
dancing,  getting  other  people  on 
the  floor.  They  made  tlie  group 
feel  appreciated  with  their  sup- 
port." 

The  decision  to  part  ways 
brought  many  'Tuneheads'  to  the 
band's  final  area  appearance  at 
the  Elks  Club  last  month.  The 
fans  of  Tunesmith  were  loud  and 
encouraging  as  they  had  been 
whenever  the  band  played,  but 
especially  so  on  that  night.  Cries 
of  "Tuneheads  Unite!"  followed 
many  of  the  band's  songs.  When 
the  group  ended  the  concert  at 
midnight,  the  Tuneheads 
screamed  until  the  band  relented 
with  two  more  songs.  The 
audience  roared  its  approval,  and 
screamed  for  still  another  encore. 
But  members  of  the  band  had 
already  started  packing  up  equip- 
ment. "Tunesmith"  had  left  the 
stage. 

"The  lights  went  on  and  the 
curtain  fell  down. 

And  when  it  was  over,  it  felt 
like  a  dream. 

They  stood  at  the  stage  door 
and  begged  for  a  scream. 

The  agents  had  paid  for  the 
black  limousine 

that  waited  outside  in  the  rain.

RICK  MILLER  TALKS 

(Editor's  Note:  Rlietoric  staff  member  Liz  Caslunan  spent  her  Spring 
Break  in  Winter  Haven  Florida  and  attended  the  Red  Sox  spring  training 
camp.  Her  association  with  the  Fitchburg-Leominster  Sentinel  and 
Enterprise  enabled  her  to  obtain  a  press  pass  and  hold  this  interview 
with  Miller.)

When  the  Boston  Red  Sox  took 
the  field  for  the  start  of  their  1981 
home  season,  the  Fenway  faith- 
ful had  their  first  chance  to 
welcome  home  an  old  friend, 
centerfielder  Rick  Miller. 

Miller,  who  was  the  team's 
second  draft  pick  in  the  1969 
draft,  returns  to  the  Red  Sox  after 
spending  the  last  three  seasons 
with  the  California  Angels  in  a 
five  player  trade  involving  Rick 
Burleson,  and  Butch  Hobson,  in 
exchange  for  Carney  Lansford 
and  Mark  Clear. 

At  the  end  of  the  1977  season. 
Miller  left  the  Red  Sox  for 
Anaheim  insearch  of  a  starting 
position.  Things  have  changed  a 
great  deal  since  Miller  traveled 
west.  At  that  time,  Miller  was 
sitting  on  the  bench  in  the  shadow 
of  starting  centerfielder  Fred 
Lynn. 

Lynn  has  since  left  the  Sox  and 
suddenly  the  door  was  open  for 
Miller  to  become  the  team's 
regular  centerfielder. 

"I'm  pretty  happy  about  being 
back  and  having  a  job,"  said 
Miller.  I  don't  know  how  the  fans 
will  react.  The  fans  might  be  a  bit 
harder  on  us,  considering  the 
events  that  occured  over  the 
off-season." 

-Gold  Glove  Winner- 
Many  feel  that  Miller  has  some 
very  big  shoes  to  fill  in  replacing 
Lynn.  Defensively,  Miller  is  a 
former  Gold  Glove  award- 
winner.  Offensively,  Miller's 
game  is  quite  a  bit  different  from 
Lynn's  explosive  bat. 

"It's  hard  to  have  the  combina- 
tion of  htting  for  power  and  aver- 
age," said  Miller.  "I'm  not  a 
power  hitter  and  never  will  be.  I 
used  to  swing  for  home  runs  and 
it  never  got  me  anywhere.  I'm 
going  to  do  the  same  thing  that 
got  me  to  play  regularly  in  Cali- 
fornia." 


Lynn  occupied  the  third  slot  in 
the  Red  Sox  batting  order  last 
year,  but  Sox  fans  should  expect 
to  see  Miller  in  the  bottom  third. 

"I'm  not  in  the  power  part  of 
the  order,  I'll  be  hitting  seventh, 
eighth,  or  ninth.  I  don't  feel  that  I 
need  to  hit  home  runs  in  any  of 
those  slots.  I  concentrate  on 
getting  the  little  things  done," 
said  Miller. 

The  proverbial  little  things  will 
be  stressed  more  in  the  Red  Sox 
game  plans  under  new  manager 
Ralph  Houk. 

•Fundamentals  Stressed- 

The  Boston  manager  has  been 
working  on  fundamentals  with 
both  new  and  returning  members 
of  the  team. 

"He's  (Houk)  not  putting  pres- 
sure on  us  for  anything.  They  (the 
management)  know  what  we  can 
do,  the  important  thing  is  to  get 
ourselves  ready  for  the  long 
season,"  said  Miller. 

"All  will  fit  in  somewhere,"  he 
said  of  the  other  former  Angels. 
"I'll  be  in  centerfield.  (Mark) 
Clear  will  work  in  short  relief. 
(Frank)  Tannana  has  a  starting 
job.  (Joe)  Rudi  will  see  spot  duty 
(as  DH  or  in  the  outfield)  against 
left  banders.  Everybody  will  fit  in, 
it  will  just  take  time,  a  lot  of 
time." 

Miller  shied  away  from  making 
any  predictions  for  the  Red  Sox  in 
1981. 

"It's  too  hard  to  make  predic- 
tions," Miller  said.  "There  are  just 
too  many  variables,  injuries  and 
so  on,  standing  in  the  way.  I  think 
we'll  be  a  tough  team.  The  only 
position  we  aren't  deep  on  is 
catching.  We  have  a  lot  of  good 
talent  on  the  pitching  staff  -  a  lot 
of  relievers." 

Just  as  Miller  is  being  cautious 
about  his  expectations,  maybe  it 
would  be  best  to  follow  his  advice 
and  let  time  tell  us  how  Miller  and 
the  Red  Sox  will  fare  in  1981. 


Tracksters  dominate

Unusually  warm  weather  and  a 
large  field  of  competitors  pro- 
vided the  setting  for  the  Fitch- 
burg  State  College  Invitational 
track  meet,  held  on  April  4th. 
Although  no  official  score  was 
kept,  FSC  tracksters  were  clearly 
the  dominant  force  among  the 
four  teams  present,  outdistancing 
second  place  SMU  by  nearly  40 
points  in  the  unofficial  tally. 

Fitchburg's  phenom  Rob  White 
carried  on  with  his  tendency  to 
shatter  records  whenever  his  feet 
touch  a  track,  winning  the  400 
meter  in  48.4  and  estaHshing  a 
new  school  mark  in  the  process. 
Other  winners  for  FSC  were  Paul 
McGovern  in  the  10,000  meter, 
whose  time  of  30:50  qualified  him 
for  the  NCAA  Division  III  na- 
tionals  for   the    second    straight 


year,  and  John  Baker  in  the  pole 
vault,  with  a  winning  cantaloupe 
of  14'  3". 

Capturing  seconds  for  the  Fal- 
cons were  John  Jones  in  the  100 
meter  dash,  Rob  White  in  the  200 
meter,  Mark  Baldani  in  1 10  meter 
high  hurdles,  and  John  Pilcher  in 
the  high  jump. 

Grabbing  third  places  were 
Reggie  Pittman,  in  both  the  100 
and  200  meter  dash,  Mark  Bal- 
dani in  400  meter  intermediate 
hurdles,  Bruce  Hadden  in  the 
shotput  and  Greg  Jordan  in  the 
pole  voult. 

John  Jones  was  a  forth  place 
finisher  in  the  200  meter  dash,  as 
was  Rich  Demetrius  in  the  110 
meter  high  hurdles,  Joel  Antoneti 
(800  meter),  Rob  Fryc  (300  meter 
steeplechase),  Gary  Johnson  (400 
meter)  and  Tony  Blanchard 
(polevault).

Falcon  victories  were  turned  in 
by  Action  Jackson  in  the  5000 
meter,  Tony  Blanchard  in  the 
pole  vault,  and  John  Deleo  in  the 
hammer.

Be- 
sides anchoring  the  victorious 
relay  team,  Rob  White  also 
placed  fourth  in  the  200  meter 
dash  with  the  time  of  22.0  seconds 
flat  follow  close  behind  by  6th 
place  finisher  Reggie  Pittman  in 
22.3  seconds.  John  Baker  also 
sneared  a  fifth  place  in  the 
heavily  competitive  pole  vault 
with  a  leap  of  fourteen  feet. 

Fitchburg's  own  Waco  Jako- 
bowski  turned  in  a  fine  perform- 
ance in  the  B.C.  Relays  Decath- 
alon,  placing  sixth  in  a  large  field 
of  athletes,  with  a  point  total  of 
5770.
